S a n F r a n c is c o , M arch 21st.—T he S o u th ­ 
ern Pacific R ailroad is being b u ilt through 
T exas as rapidly as possible. 
Tw o Qonstruc- 
tioc gangs, consisting in all of 2 000 m en. are 
a t w o rk ; one having sta rted from E l Paso, 
and the other w orking w estw ard from San 
A ntonio. 
I t is th o u g h t th a t thess tw o d i­ 
visions w ill m eet a t the Pasos river, w hich is 
about 130 m iles from San A ntonio and 400 
m iles from E l Paso. 
On th e E l Paso end of 
th e line over 253 m iles of track have been 
com pleted, and the w ork is gcing on a t the 
rate of about a m ile and a half a day. 
T he 
country is w ild and m ountaiuons ; deep ra ­ 
vines and gullies abound, and m ountain 
stream s run through precipitous canyons. 
A 
still worse country for railroad w ork w ill be 
m et w ith in about th irty days, if the preseut 
rate of construction is m aintained, b u t the 
engineers w ill continue to push steadily for­ 
w ard aa fast hs possible. 
E nglish steel rails 
are used in the construction of th is road, and 
m ost of th e supplies are b rought from this 
city. 
A few tbiDgs are obtained from Los 
A ngeles and the southern country, and some 
hay and forage for the stock are obtained by 
th e m en from the co u n try through which 
th ey are passing.

th a t w ay,” he replied. 
“ T here is no ques­

A tlan tic coa-t m arkets w ill go over the 
S outhern Pacific overland railro ad .” 
“ H ow about th e facilities for such a m ove­ 
m ent a t the present tic.e ? ”

ing facilities, either by land or w ater, t u t the 
facilities for handling and tran sferrin g the 
grain on th e G ulf m ay c o t be sufficient this 
year tc m eet the d em ard of the entire am ount 
intended for shipm ent.”

AUSTRALASIA 


The steamship Zealandia, Captain Chev. 
alier, arrived at San Francisco from Sydney 
and Auckland yesterday morning, bringing 
later colonial exchanges. 
The following 
are the chief news items : 
Extremly hot weather is reported from 
Cowra district. 
The I-achlan river is only 
a chain of water holes. 
Grass is disap­ 
pearing. The drought extends all over New 
Sooth Wales. 
An earthqnake shock was felt at North 
Gippsland. 
The Newcastle coal companies agree to 
charge ten shillings per ton at the pits. 
A 
partial strike of colliers is announced. 
Heavy floods are reported in Bulloo 
river, Queensland, and freshets in other 
places. 
The scarcity of water in the country dis­ 
tricts of Victoria is becoming very serious. 
The Government has ordered the railway 
department to place special water trains on 
the line for towns where the scarcity of 
water is most felt. 
In other towns centri­ 
fugal pumps have been erected to bring 
water from long distances. 
The main cable across Cook straits, New 
Zealand, is broken. 
A Goulbourn (N. S. \Y.) dispatch, Feb­ 
ruary 20th, says : The drought continues 
unabated, and the most dire results are 
looked for. 
A heavy westerly gale blew 
on Friday, and bush tires are raging on all 
sides. 
There is much silk ness. 
Advices from New Zealand speak in 
glowing terms of the prosperity and pro­ 
gress of that colony. 
The Government is 
not building railroads fast enough in the 
North island ; and private enterprise is 
about to build sn extension of the Wai­ 
kato Railroad into the interior. 
Freeh gold discoveries have been made 
in New South Wales and Queensland. 
Phylloxera is spreading in Victoria, al­ 
though all vines for a radius of twenty 
miles around Geelong have been destroyed. 
Sydney has been proclaimed a clean port. 
No more cases of small-pox. 
The first election in Sydney under the 
Local Option law has been held. 
Out of 
eight wards, seven have decided that there 
shall be no more licenses granted for public 
houses. 
Only one ward has, by a small 
majority, decided that other licenses may 
be granted without offense to the rate­ 
payers. 
In consequence of this vote in 
seven wards of the city there can be no 
more hotels, or renewal of licenses, for a 
period of three years. 
Only 731 votes 
were cast against the issuing of licenses, 
and 289 for, in a total of 6,898 votes. The 
public viewed it with indifference. 


SOUTH 
AMERICA. 


Advices from Panama to March 2d con­ 
tain notes from Lima to February 16th : 
Particulars of the fight at Pucara, hr- 
yond Iluaucayo, Peru, have been received. 
The Peruvians had 1,SI0 men, but no artil- 
ery, while the Chileans had 1,200 men and 
live pieces of artillery. 
The former occu­ 
pied advantageous positions on the hill 
sides, whence the latter had to drive them. 
Two or three Peruvian officers were killed, 
and one Chilean. The Peruvian troops dis­ 
persed while the officers were en route for 
Ayacucho, where Panizo (a strong I’ierol- 
ist) is quartered with 1,000 men. 
Statistics published show that between 
1880 and 1 SSI Chile put 62,000 men into 
the field. 
A severe storm has occurred on the east 
coast of South America, doing damage to 
considerable amount. Montevideo suffered 
severely. 
The French frigate Marrion and 
the Spanish gunboat Consuelo were cap­ 
sized during the hurricane while at anchor. 
An Argentine ha9 been discovered in the 
act of swindling the Valparaiso Bank out 
of a large sum of money. 
He succeeded in 
escaping. 
The English fleet, seven vessels, left 
Callao on February 14th. 
The French 
ironclad Triomphe was en route for Callao. 
The Triomphe will go from Callao to 
Tahiti. 
An American kindergarten is in success­ 
ful operation in Santiago. 
The Mercurio 
says ■ MÍS3 Adelaide H. Whitetield and 
Mr. Le Fetra are the originators of this 
attractive institution, which is destined to 
revolutionize infant education in Chile. 
Silver bars to the value of $133,569 20 
were shipped from Antofagasta daring 
January, and considerable amounts of cop­ 
per, the latter, particularly, finding its 
way to Chilean ports. 
The Panama Star cf March 21 says : 
1'he West India and Pacific Company’s 
steamer Chilean, bound from Liverpool for 
Savanilla ami Aspinwall, went ashore od 
the 17th of February on Salamanca Island, 
about thirty miles from Santa Martha. 
Assistance has been asked for by cable 
from the Commodore in command of the 
British war vessels at Jamaica. 
The crew 
and passengers are safe, and the cargo will 
probably be saved. 
The vessel is on a Ice 
shore, with the sea breaking over her.

The long but interesting account of the 
search for I>e Long and his party which we 
published yesterday morning, leaves no 
ground for hope that the gallautexplorer w ill 
bo found alive. When the news came that

Jeannette 
hid 
been 
crushed 
in the ice, and that her crew had 
succeeded in reaching land, it 
was 
gtneially supposed that their suffer­ 
ings and dangers were at an.end, and that 
they would be able to regain civilization 
with no more trouble than a tedious jaur- 
ncy. Hut the facts now revealed sho w that 
the landing on the banks of the Lena was 
a terribly long way from relief, and that 
the weather-beaten and cold-nipped crew 
of the Jeannette had even greater perils to 
encounter than they had previously passed 
through. They were almost without pro­ 
visions, they were weak and sufTeriDg, and 
they had no knowledge of the country. 
The discoveries thus far made of I)e Lang's 
land route Beem to justify the belief that 
he and all his party Eave the two men who 
were saved by bcin.» sent on ahead, must 
have perished a3 far hack as last November. 
He is last heard from in October, and 
then 
his situation 
was 
desperate. 
Kngineer 
Melvillo 
has 
evidently 
abandoned all 
expectation 
of 
see­ 
ing his comrades again alive, and his 
conviction that they will be found in one 
of the most sterile and inhospitable parts 
of that bleak and barren coast confirms all 
previous apprehensions. I>e Lang at last 
accounts was proceeding slowly and with 
difficulty. He had then only two day’s 
provisions, but he had succeeded in finding 
game. Directly after his last note, how­ 
ever, he must have plunged into that game- 
less country where his advanced guard 
wandered fur six days without finding any­ 
thing to eat, and as he had fourteen men 
w ith him, it is plain that this privation 
could uot hare been endured long. Cold 
and hunger and disease ; blindness from 
the snow, exhaustion from the weight of 
weapons an 1 other th ugs, all must have 
contributed to hasten the collapse of the 
doomed party. 
Since then silence has 
fallen upou their record, nor is it likely 
th at any further news of them will be re­ 
ceived until Melville or the natives who are 
now scouring the country under the instruc­ 
tions of the Kusaiaa Government, come 
upon their remains, stretched ont upon the 
frozen plains. 
THE MISSISSIPPI FL00D3. 
The Mississippi floods have been terribly 
destructivo this year ; so destructive that 
though it may be true that in the long run 
they increase the fertility of the bottom 
lands, they have probably raised thousands 
of the owners of those lands beyond recov­ 
ery. Plantations have beeo swept awav, 
whole villages have sunk into the water, 
hundreds of human lives have been lost, 
And the destruction of stock has been very 
heavy. So widespread is the devastation 
that nearly seventy thousand people are 
officially reported to be in urgent need of 
aid, and with regard to twenty thousand 
of them the aid will have to be continued 
for several months. One result of these 
inundations will no doubt be to throw 
large areas of thr richest bottom lands into 
the market. The purchasers of this lacd 
will be handsomely compensated, but the 
present owners have been too much injure! 
in most instances to begin their lives over 
agaiD. Thus the floods will tend to bring 
about a i hang a of population over a con­ 
siderable area, and though eventually the 
loss to (he country or even to the State 
may prove not to have been very great, it 
is plain that such considerations have no 
aensolation for the present sufferers. 


If we may judge from the comments cf 
the press, and particularly the Western 
prées, there ¡3 a strong public eentiment 
condemnatory of the severe sentence pjEStd 
upon Sergeant Mason for shooting at Gui- 
teau. The action of the Court-martial is 
in fact denounced by such jourjals as the 
Chicago 
Tribune as “ ferocious” and 
“ b: utal," and as being out of all propor­ 
tion to the heincusness of the offense. It 
is no doubt extremely difficult to form a 
perfectly dispassionate judgment in this 
case. Mason tried to kill a wretch for 
whose blood millions of American citizens 
may be said to have thirsted, and in regard 
to whom the whole nation had conceived 
the most implacable hatred aud detesta­ 
tion. Had the shot which missed Guiteau 
been true to its aim it cannot be doubted 
that though there would have been an os­ 
tensible and perfunctory censure of the 
deed, it would have been approved by the 
great maj rity of the people. This feeling 
has been still further complicated and in­ 
tensified by the exasperating contrast be­ 
tween the treatment of the assassin him­ 
self, and that extended to Mason. While 
Guiteau was permitted a license which 
seandaliz-d the whole world, and brought 
oar criminal administration into contempt 
and disrepute ; while he has been allowed 
to feed his passion for notoriety in every 
imaginable w ay, both at and since his trial; 
while he has been permitted to hold levees 
and receptions, and to sell his photograph 
and autograph, and to fare well and live 
pleasantly ; the soldier-criminal who tried 
to kill him has been used in the harshest 
way from the first. Before he had been 
tried he was confined in a damp and un: 
healthy cell, such as no condemned mur­ 
derer would be put in under the civil law, 
and after he had been sentenced to de­ 
grading and most severe punishment he 
was hurried off to the penitentiary with 
indecorous haste, evidently for the purpose 
of preventing his rescue by habeas corpus. 
This contrast, however irrelevant, could 
not but produce a marked i fleet upon 
public opinion, and the reflection that 
after all the assassin of Garfield may es­ 
cape hanging lias tended to intensify the 
feeling. The consideration that it is nec­ 
essary to preaerve discipline in the army 
by severity, does not strike the average 
citizen as being at all conclusive. It is 
found impossible to separate the facts of 
the Mason case from the facts of the 
Guiteau case,^*nd the Anglo Saxon mind, 
accustomed to straightforward and incisive 
reasoning, refuses to see in this argument 
a sufficient justification cf the apparent 
circumstance that it is less dangerous to 
arsassinate the President of the United 
States than to try to kill such an assassin. 
When, too, Guiteau is heard of as com­ 
placently approving the sentence on Ma­ 
son, and taking it to himself as an evidence 
of his importance, the popular rendering 
of the whole matter becomes more discor­ 
dant with the military view. Nor must 
it be forgotten that the too frequent resort 
to lynch law has had the effect of weak­ 
ening men’s reipect for the slow and uot 
ahvaj s sure processes of the law. Ou the' 
frontier a band of masked citizens will 
take a horse-thief out of the hands of the 
Sheriff, aud hang him to the nearest tree. 
Sometimes, as in Oregon, the other day, 
an innocent man is in the same summary 
way sacrificed to a mistaken mobsenti- 
ment. To those who have been familiar­ 
ized with this form of action the crime of 
Ma3on must naturally appear a venial of­ 
fense, or no offense at all. 
It is, of course, alleged in defense of the 
action of the Court-martial that it could 
not take any question of sentiment into 
consideration. So far as it was concerned 
Guiteau was simply a prisoner whose safe­ 
keeping had been extended to a military 
guard, and Sergeant M ssod, being a mem­ 
ber of that military guard, had attempted 
to kill the prisoner he was detailed to pro­ 
tect. From a military standpoint it should 
be transparently clear that few offenses 
could be more grave than this. It was 
unquestionably an act ol military treason 
of the most pronounced character. 
It 
would never do to allow soldiers to decide 
for themselves what orders they should 
obey, or in what manner they should 
discharge the duties imposed upon them ; 
but when a soldier undertakes to do the 
very opposite of what he has been ordered 
to d o ; when he undertakes to destroy a 
life which he has been set to preserve, it 
is difficult to perceive how a Court martial 
can avoid visiting a severe punishment 
upon him. 
Under the circumstances, 
therefore, the sentence of the Court mar­ 
tial, however repugnant to popular Benti- 
ment, must be regarded as just. To have 
acquitted the prisoner would have been 
fatal to discipline. To have given him a 
light punishment would have been almost 
equally mischievous. 
The Court-martial 
had a plain duty before it, aud in fairness 
it must be credited with having discharged 
that duty honorably. 
But it does not follow that Mason must 
undergo the sentence 
Army discipline 
has been vindicated, and now it is possible 
for public opinion to make itself felt. 
Above the army rises the people, and if 
they hold that Mason did not in truth 
commit a serious crime, they have the 
right to demand that he be pardoned. 
Victor Hugo, in “ Ninety-Eight,” de­ 
scribes a scene in which a stern disciplin­ 
arian bestowed the cross of St. Louis upou 
a man for signal bravery, and next "mo­ 
ment had him shot for insubordination. 
The American people can so far follow that 
precedent as to punish Mason as a 
soldier, and pirdon him as a man. It is 
perhaps neither sensible nor useful to pre­ 
tend to a higher degree of civilization than 
we really possess. It is certainly the 
trath that very few people regard Mason’s 
act as deserving severe penalties, and since 
that is the case it would be as well to have 
him released after a brief confinement. It 
is in fact impossible to look upon Gaiteau 
as a man possessing altogether the same 
rights to protection as other people, and 
however wrong this feeling may be, it is 
too pronounced and far too general to be 
ignored or disregarded. 


WHAT R03ECRANS SAID. 
There is a dispute as to whether General 
Bosecrans, while presiding over a Demo­ 
cratic meeting in San Francisco last yeai, 
permitted General Walsh to abuse Gatfield 
in a very foul way, without offering any 
remonstrance. The evidence for the af­ 
firmative consists in certain newspaper re­ 
ports which, not pretending to give the 
ipeiitima irrba of General Walsh’s speech, 
described him as having denouuced Gar­ 
field as a thief and a villain. The evidence 
for the negative consists of the statements 
of General \\ alsb, who denies having ut­ 
tered any such language as was aecribed to 
him, and ol Genera! ltosecrans, who denies 
that any such language was used in his 
hearing on the occasion referred to. When 
it is remembered that this Democratic 
meeting occurred during a heated Fresi- 
dent.al campaign, and also that the Demo­ 
cratic speakers were accustomed to de­ 
nounce Garfield quite virulently, it must 


be admitted that there is some plausible 
ground for believing the story. On the 
olher hasd it may be alleged that when 
reporters during a heated campaign take 
notes of speeches m ale against the side 
their journals reprerent, they sometimes 
io j set into the remarksmore venom than the 
speakers actually possessed. The denials 
of General Walsh aud Geneial Bosecrans 
therefore should be accorded due weight, 
but the card of the latter in the Alta after 
the meeting certainly favors the idea that 
he would not have felt himself called upon 
to protest if some one at the meeting in 
question had called Garfield a thief.

A PRACTICAL BEGINNING. 
The meeting of property-owners and 
taxpayers which was held yesterday after­ 
noon, and of the proceedings of which a 
report wi’l he found in our local columns, 
w enttow oik in a burinees like way, and 
organized, appointing a committee to make 
detailed inquiries into the actual condition 
of the city finances. As was pointed out 
in our last issue, this is the only rational 
way to prepare for action, and it is the 
most certain way to put a stop to the mis­ 
chievous and dishonest propositions which 
are being continually advanced by those 
advocates of repudiation who are too 
stupid to comprehend the utter impractica- 
bTily of their echemes. The committee 
will of course at once discover that the 
arrangement by which the city government 
for stvcral ytars prevented the collection 
of sufficient moneys to psy the interest on 
the debt, was not only without color 
of law, but so clearly illegal that 
the bondholders could at any time 
compel a 
return 
to the provisions 
which were then evaded aud nullified. 
They will discover that the notable plan 
for “ catting off the supplies” from the 
creditors of the city, will not hold water 
for a moment. That, in fact, nothing but 
an agreement to resume the payment of 
the interest, a year ago, restrained the 
bondholders from proceedings which must 
have resulted in the compulsory levying 
of heavy taxes for that purpose ; that any 
attem pt to return to tho shifts and dodges 
previously resorted to must precipitate 
such action; and that the city has no 
effective defense against mandatory pro­ 
ceedings of the kind. They will find also 
that no reliance is to be placed in the sup­ 
posed inabiiity of tho creditors to re­ 
cover by execution ; that all the property 
of the city is liable for the debt, and that 
no judicial decision bars the way to judg­ 
ment. They will in short ascertain beyond 
doubt that the city is not in a position to 
make any other kind of a fight than a 
losing and a ruinous fight in this 
connection ; and that it certainly would 
not be permitted to divert all the 
taxes from the uses to which the law has 
apportioned them. W hat conclusions the 
committee and the new Protective Asso­ 
ciation may reach upon the facts it is about 
to search out of course cannot be known ; 
but we have full confidence that a com­ 
plete apprehension of these facts will show 
the necessity of makiDg adequate pro­ 
vision for the liquidation of the debt on 
upright and business principles, and that 
it will also show the equal folly and dis­ 
honesty of the shifty suggestions which 
have been made with a view to compass 
evasion of the debt. If the Taxpayers’ 
Protective Association proceeds intelli­ 
gently it will be able, we trust, to strike 
out a clear and advantageous financial pro­ 
gramme. It is certainly time this was 
done, for the situation ha3 become danger­ 
ous by reason of the persistence and au­ 
dacity of the advocates of repudiation.

TUCSON, March 21st.—This morning at day­ 
light the trackman at the Southern Pacific 
Railroad depot found the body of Frank 
Stillwell about 100 yards north of Porter’s 
hotel, at the ride of the track, riddled with 
bullets. The circumstances of the case, so 
far learned, are as follows : Stillwell arrived 
here Sunday to appear beLre the Grand Jury 
on a charge of stage robbery Dear Bisbee last 
November. He was under bonds for his ap­ 
pearance. Lost night, when the west bound 
passenger train arrived, it brought the re­ 
mains of Morgan Earp, who had been killed 
Saturday night at Tombstone, aud bis three 
brothers, accompanied by Sherman McMas- 
t-r. Duck Holliday and a man known as 
Johnson—all heavily armed with shotguns 
and revolvers. A few moments before the 
train started Stillwell and Ike Clanton, 
brother to Clanton who was killed in Tomb­ 
stone by the Eirps, went to the depot to 
meet a man by the name of McDowell, who 
was to have c“me in as a witness before the 
Orami Jury. On their arrival at the depot they 
ssw the Earp parly walking on the platform. 
Stillwell advised Clanton to leave at once, 
saying they wanted to kiJl him. Clanton left 
a few m -menta later. Stillwell was seen 
walkii g down the track in the direction 
where his body was found. Four of the 
armed men who were on the platform soon 
followed. Oue is described as a slender, 
hght-complexioned man, wearing a light bat. 
Just ns the train was leaving six shots were 
heard in the locality of the assassination, but 
attracted no particular attention, and noth­ 
ing was known of the tragedy until this 
morning, when the body was discovered. Six 
-h it* went into his body -four lifls balls and 
two loads of buckshot. Goth legs were shot 
through', and a charge of buckshot took effect 
in his left thigh and a charge went through 
bis breast, which must have been delivered 
close, as the coat was powder burnt, and six 
buckshot holes were found within • radiua cf 
thne inches. Stillwell had a pistol on his 
person, which was not discharged. He evi­ 
dently was taken unawares, oB he wsa 
desperate in a fight and a quick shot. 


His watch wss taken, in the hnrry of 
which a part of the chain was left 
There is much excitement here concerning 
the assassination, and many speculations ara 
life. S. me say that he was decoyed to the

Ihe killir g is thought to have been 
done by four of the party who accompanied 
the Earp.i hete, as the four men who followed 
deceased down the track Were not seen again. 
This morning at 1 o'clock. : s the east-bound 
freight approached Pap.igo, four miles east of 
hero, it wes flagged, and four armed men got 
on the train. They ara strongly suspected.

The time, places and manner oí holding 
such elections under this article shall be prescribed 
in each State by the Legislature thereof, but Con­ 
gress may at any time, by law, alter such regulation.

N ew Y ork, M arch 21st.—M. Frewer, of 
this city, gave a reporter to-day some in ­ 
formation about immense cave deposits of bat 
g lano in Uvalde county, Texas, ju st made 
accessible by recent

extensions 
Thera are several caves, inhabited by bate of 
different specie?. 
The 
entrance 
of the 
smaller of two large caves is about fifty feet 
ia hight and twenty-five feet wide, on the 
aide of a low hill. 
The bats b?gin coming 
out of this entrance every afternoon about 
4:30, and pour forth like a thick black cloud 
until after 10 o'clock at night. 
T h iy go to 
tie vast marshes, where they obtain food and 
return to the caves in the morning. 
An 
analysis made shows that tli9 deposits crsntain 
over 11 per cent, of ammonia, and beside 
bear phosphates of value in considerable 
quantities. 
The analysis 
compares 
very 
favorably with a ry Peruvian guano now in 
the market. 
LTntil recently a man named 
Ney owned the largest cave, and wanted S12,- 
000 for the property. 
H e said th at the quan­ 
tity of guano in th at one cave was so enor­ 
mous th at he would lease it to a company to 
work, without limiting the quantity of guano 
to be removed annually, fur S3 000 a year. 
He was satisfied th at the deposits could not 
be w orktd out in a hundred years. The work 
of getting ont the guano has only ju st begun. 
The firet shipm ent was made from Cibolo 
c .ve a few days ago. 
On the analysis made, 
this hat guano will be worth from $50 to SCO 
per ton. The Uvalde caves have not yet been 
touched.
